High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools?

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use somo public-school 
services at no charge will bo forced (o 
find an alternative system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supremo 
Court. 


In a 6-tc-3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structional materials such as . pro]* 
ectora or laboratory equipment to prl- 
va'n schools and also snld public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs. 


taught by public school teachers. 


Many parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find'another way 
to provide their children with special 


• programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said In his 
opin'on the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It reads, would 


put the private schools-"out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state board of 
education' has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and It Is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our'Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights,'Is an example of 
one parochial school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dist 25. 
- . 


If the public school can no longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchi: The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice itself. "We just worked, on our 
budget and we are out of'money al- 
ready," he said. 


"I don't think the schools them- 


selves are entitled to anything .from ~ 
the government," said Bernacchi,.but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from'the community." If a . 
child 'needs psychological testing,' 
therapy or programs for learning dis- 
abilities ^rnacchl said he feels It is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support the public schools 
through property taxes.-.. 
' . 


Sister Connie, princlpafof St. Step- 


hen School, Des .Plolnes, said, "We' 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be part of our budget." 
The parochial schools'may now have 
to use volunteers for special services, -

tive furnace parts-replacement pro- 
gram, which Is rearing completion. 


Western Heating and Air Condi- 


tioning Co., Maywood, was hired by 
Centex to replace defective furnace 
parts in homes that participated in 
the inspection program. The firm re- 
placed heat exchangers and repaired 
furnaces In'about 35 per cent of tho 
more than 1,000 homes checked. 


WILLIS SAID tho replacement of 


bad parts and repair program was a 
life-safety factor. 


"We will now take up the issue of 


bulldlng-codo violations we will insist 
bo corrected," Willis said. Centex offi- 
cials have not been Invited to attend 
the meeting. 


"It's a briefing and strategy ses- 


sion; wo will talk to tho builder lat- 
er," said Willis. The meeting will be 
In the Municipal Building, 901 Well- 
ington Avc.

Fire department divers search for body 
Marine, 24y drowns in Beck Lake

An'afternoon outing ended In trage- 


dy Monday when a 24-year-old Marine 
drowned while boating on Beck Lake 
near Des Plalnes. 


Forest Preserve District rangers 


said William Kottke drowned after 
falling out of a canoe. Fire depart- 
ment divers from several commu- 
nities, worked Into the night trying to 
find Kottko's body. The Incident oc- 
curred about 1:45 p.m. Divers halted 
tho search about 7:30 p.m. because of 
darkness. They will resume the work 
today. 


Kottke was stationed at the Glen- 


view Naval Air Station. Beck Lake Is 
at Central and East River roads in 
Northfield Township. 


Ho was apparently canoeing with 


four other servicemen when he fell out 


of the boat. Officials at .the Marine 
headquarters declined to provide any 
information' about Kottke until the 
drowning was confirmed. 


Witnesses told Sheriff's police and 


forest rangers that the group had 
been in the lake for some time when 
the incident occurred. 


KENNETH HIBBERD, 23, another 


Marine, said Kottke was in his canoe, 
but got Into another boat with Max 
Jones when Hibberd went to shore to 
pick up life jackets. 


Witnesses said Kottke was not wear- 


ing a life jacket. They told police he 
did not know how to swim. 


While the Marines said Kottke fell, 


into the lake, Eugene Gallagher, for-' 
est preserve district superintendent, 
said he was told the group had been 
swimming in the lake. 


"My mounted forest ranger had 


been yelling at them from the shore for 
a half hour, telling them to get out of 
the water, and they did not listen," 
Gallagher said. 
., 


He said boaters frequently tip their 


boats to swim. • Swimming Is not 
allowed at Beck Lake. 


He said the rangers check boaters 


to be sure they are wearing life jack- 
ets before entering the lake, but he 
said the group apparently left the 
jackets on a small Island in the lake, 
which Is about 200 yards wide. 


THE INCIDENT was the third re- 


ported drowning at Beck Lake in re- 
cent years. In past incidents, divers 
have had difficulty searching the lake 
because the mud bottom limits visibil- 
ity- 


Divers searched for more than a 


week In 1972 for the body of a Glen- 
view boy who tried to swim across the 
lake. Another man drowned there in 
1973. 


Forest rangers said the lake is up to 


35 feet deep in some parts.

The court ruling, which hinges on the 


First Amendment to the U. S. Con- 
stitution, bars laws "respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion or prohibiting 
the free exerdse thereof." The court 
ruled that loaning Instructional mate- 
rials or providing special services ad- 
vances the establishment of religion 
and is therefore un-Constltutional. 


In a separate ruling yesterday the 


court upheld'the loan of textbooks to 
private schools because the practice 
has been sanctioned and does not in- 
ject the state into church affairs.

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The last days of Lindbergh 
Death was as natural as his birth 


by United Press international 


Charles Lindbergh spent the last 


days of his life in a remote cottage 
near Hana, Maul, in Hawaii, planning 
his own simple burial. He rejected the 
medical paraphernalia which might 
have prolonged his life artiflcally. 


In the current Issue of the Journal-' 


of the American Medical Association, 
Dr. Milton M. HoweU, a doctor In 
Hana, reported on how the famed 
lone Eagle methodically handled his 
own death and made it into a con- 
structive act. 


CHARLES LINDBERGH (in 1972 
photo) spent the lair days of hit 
life ntar Hana, Maul, Hawaii 
planning his own simple burial. 


During the preoperatlve exam- 


ination in 1972 when he was 70 Lind- 
bergh learned he had lymphoma," a 
f a t a l disease. Through radiation 
therapy, Lindbergh was still able to 
travel extensively, as far as the Phil- 
ippines to promote the preservation of, 
the monkey-eating eagle and to study 
the stone-ago Tassaday tribe on Mind- 
anao. 


From time to time, reported How- 


ell, Lindbergh returned to "his be- 
loved Kipahulu Valley", on Maul to 
personally help clear a neglected 
g r a v e y a r d beside a picturesque 
church built by Yankee missionaries. 
He also made the legal arrangements 
for his burial there and selected his 
own grave site. 


The progress of the disease hospital- 


ized Lindbergh for several months. 


> Finally in August 1974, he telephoned 


Hana from New York. 


"This is Charles Lindbergh," he 


said. "I have had a conference with 
my doctors, and they advise me that I 
have only a short time to live. Please 
find me a cottage or a cabin near the 
village. I am coming home to Maul." 


He made the 5,000-mile trip in a lit- 


ter and spent his last eight days In a 
cabin overlooking the sea with two 
nurses, his family and Howcll. 


The Maul doctor wrote: 
"He was elated for the first few 


days. His appetite improved. His fluid 
Intake was adequate. There were 
regular morning conferences with .the 
ranch superintendent to give instruc- 
tions and receive reports on the prog- 
ress of the construction of his grave 
and the building of his simple coffin. 
He planned his funeral service along 
with his family and requested that 
people attend In their work clothes. 


"His days were full. There was timo. 


for reminiscing, time for discussion 
and time for laughter. As his lungs 


tj* j» """* " ' ""*"•* * 


filled, he required oxygen from time 
to time, and codeine, 15 mg as neces- 
sary. Finally, he lapsed into a coma 
and died 12 hours later. 


"He wanted no respirator, defi- 


brillator, or other complicated para- 
phernalia. None was available. He re- 
ceived excellent, prompt, responsible 
nursing care, oxygen when needed, a 
minimum of analgesia, and a great 
deal of love and consideration from 
his family and the medical staff. 


"He stated that he wished his death 


to be a constructive act in Itself. His 
example of simplicity, his careful 
planning, his unfailing politeness and 
consideration of those around him, his 
public refusal of medical heroics, and 
his humble funeral are evidence of 
that wish. 


"Death was another event hi his 


life, as natural as his birth had been 
hi Minnesota more than 72 years be- 
fore." 
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Ford to veto bill restricting strip mines 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 


Ford will veto federal strip-mining 
legislation because of its effect on 
domestic coal production and unem- 
ployment, federal energy adminis- 
trator Frank Zarb said Monday. 


Zarb told a Whlto House briefing 


that the bill could reduce production 
by between 40 and 162 million tons an- 
nually, and cost up to 36,000 Jobs dur- 


ing the first year after enactment. 


In Illinois, Russell Dawe, director of 


the Department of Mines and Miner- 
als said the strip mine bill would en- 
courage the use of Illinois coal — but 
would drive somo small operators out 
of business. Illinois has more than 25 
strip mines, which produce slightly 
loss than half the state's coal.

127,000, President Ford Monday created a special committee to 
speed resettlement. The panel will bo beaded by former ambassa- 
dor John Eisenhower, son of tho lato President Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower. The Defense Department, meanwhile, announced tho open- 
Ing of another refugee reception center at the Indlantown Gap 
Army reservation near Harrisburg, Pa. 


IBM anti-trust case in court 


The Justice Department Monday opened its long-prepared anti- 


trust action against International Business Machine Corp. alleging 
tho huge, firm monopolized tho computer market by forcing out 
such competitors as General Electric and RCA. IBM lawyers con- 
tend tho firm was being attacked simply for producing "a better 
product at a lower price." 


W. Coast doctor slowdown spreads 


The anesthesiologists' slowdown spread to Sacramento and South- 


ern California Monday while tho legislature mot in a special session 
to seek a solution to soaring malpractice Insurance rates.

Israeli chief attacks 
U.S.-Jordan arms deal

Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Alton 


lashed out against the United States 
Monday for making arms deals with 
Jordan while withholding weapons 
from Israel. 


His attack coincided with a pre- 


viously unannounced six-hour visit by 
Jordanian Premier Zeid Rlfai to 
Damascus for what a diplomatic 
source called "highly important and 
secret military and political talks" 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad. 


The Arab chiefs of staff met at 


Arab League headquarters in Cairo 
Monday to draw up the agenda for 
next month's Arab summit in Moga- 
dishu, Somalia. The closed session 
was chaired by Lt. Gen. Mohammed 
All Fahmi — Egypt's chief of staff 
and the league's assistant secretary 
general for military affairs. No de- 
tails were disclosed. 


Relations between Syria and Iraq, 


however, worsened with the state-run 
Damascus Radio accusing the Iraqis 
of executing six persons and arresting 
scores more opposing Iraq's recent 
border agreement with Iran. The two 
Arab nations ore feuding over the wa- 
ters of the Euphrates River. 


In the occupied West Bonk of Jor- 


dan, an explosion near a refugee 
camp on the Bethlehem-Hebron road 
killed a. mother and her teenaged 
daughter and injured three other chil- 
dren, security sources said. The blast 
appeared to have been caused by a 
bomb but further details were not giv- 
en. 


The explosion, the latest in a sudden

'3.5% school 
rolls drop won't 
hurt finances'

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 next 
year show a 3.5 per. cent decline in 
enrollment. • 


> Enrollment Is projected at 10,524 
students compared to 10,905 In Octo- 
ber 1074. 


Acting. Supt. Roger Bardwell said 


tho decreased enrollment will not ad- 
versely affect district finances. 


The district receives state aid based 


mostly on enrollment, but Bardwell 
said It docs not constitute a major 
portion of the district's revenue., 


THE BREAKDOWN according to 


schools shows elementary schools will 
be most affected by the declining en- 
rollment, losing 417 students. Byrd 
and Clearmont schools in Elk Grove 
Village will lose the most students. 
Byrd will lose 59 students with 430 stu- 
dents expected and Clearmont will 
drop 58 to 397. 


Other schools that will be affected 


by a major enrollment decline are: 
Devonshire School, Des Plalnes, down 
43 to 431 students; Einstein School; 
Des Plalnes, 34 to 398 students; For- 
est View School, Mount Prospect; 44 
to 404; Rupley School, Elk Grove Vil- 
logo, 55 to 475; and Salt Creek 
School, Elk Grove Village, 36 to 373.- 


The five junior high schools show a 


leveling off with 30 additional students 
expected next year. Holmes Junior 
High School, Mount Prospect, will 
have the greatest increase with 41 ad- 
ditional students. 


D e m p s t e r Junior High School, 


Mount Prospect, shows an increase of 
18 students and Lively Junior High 
School, Elk Grove Village, shows an 
increase of five students. Friendship 
Junior High School, Des Plalnes, ex- 
pects to lose 19 students and Grove 
Junior High School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, expects 9 fewer students. 


AL STONE, assistant superintend- 


ent for personnel, said the declining 
enrollment In the elementary schools 
presents the district with several al- 
ternatives. 


"Up until this point we had all we 


could handle to get enough schools 
and enough classrooms available. 
Now we can look at other options," he 
sold. 


One option the district has been con- 


sidering is moving tho sixth-grade stu- 
dents back into tho 
elementary 


schools. Grades 6-8 have been taught 
In the junior high schools for about 10 
years because the elementary schools 
were overcrowded and space was 
available In the junior high schools. 


Acting Supt. Roger Bardwell Is ap- 


pointing a committee to investigate 
tho possibility of moving sixth graders 


Figures show 
enrollment dip 
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back Into tho elementary schools. 


"The real concern is to try to deter- 


mine where we can offer the best ex- 
periences for our sixth-grade stu- 
dents," Bardwell said. 


HE SAID LIVELY and Holmes are 


the most overcrowded. Both schools 
were built to handle 500 to 550 stu- 
dents. Next year Lively expects 708 
students and Holmes expect 784 stu. 
dents. Grove also was built to handle 
at most 1,000 students and will have 
about 1,100 students next year, he 
said. 


Other alternatives that might be in- 


vestigated by the committee include 
offering parents the option of having 
their sixth graders attend the ele- 
mentary school, moving some junior 
high programs into available space in 
the elementary schools and grouping 
Kindergarten to fourth grade and fifth 
through eighth grade in separate 
buildings.

organizations in the village to 
cooperate to make the best pos- 
sible use of the site of the old 
building at SO E. Wood Street. 


Already,

Prcs. Wendell E. Jones has sug- 
gested that the village, park dis- 
trict and other groups might use 
the old building cooperatively. 


The eventual use of the build- 


ing will depend in port on the 
ability of various groups to reno- 
vate the structure. Whatever is 
done, however, the site and as 
much of the building as con be 
salvaged should be kept for pub- 
lic use. 


The opportunity for coopera- 


tion on such a project is seldom 
offered to local officials on such 
a clear-cut issue. In addition, 
since the school will not close 
until 1977, everyone involved 
will hove, time to develop well- 
thought-out plans for Uie build- 
ing's eventual fate.

across the Northwest suburbs should 
consider multi-year contracts for their 
teachers.

WASHINGTON — A couple of dec- 


ades ago many Americans were 
seeing Communists under every bed. 
Now it's conspirators who lurk be- 
neath the innersprings. 


The conspiracy theory of political 


assassinations in particular is going 
great guns. 


Recently while a former CIA direc- 


tor was being questioned in Congress 
about foreign assassinations, two con- 
gressmen were calling for new in- 
vestigations of U S. assassinations. 


These events were preceded by an 


outbreak of books and a full length 
motion picture setting forth various 
conspiracy theories. 


Additionally, the lecture circuit is 


teeming with speakers on this sub- 
ject and something called the Assassi- 
nation Information Bureau is pre- 
paring to publish a monthly maga- 
zine. 


Given this climate, it was perhaps 


inevitable that someone would come 
up with a new theory about the assas- 
sination of Julius Caesar. 


And that has now been done by C. 


Howard McToga, author of "Con- 
spiring to Conspiracy — the Hand Be- 
hind the Hands that Held the Dag- 
gers." 


"It is well known that Caesar was 


the victim of a conspiracy," McToga 
told me at an autographing party at 
which I was the only guest "But that 
conspiracy was only a cover for the 
real conspiracy." 


"You mean that an overt con- 


spiracy was used to conceal a covert 
conspiracy?" I interposed. 


"Exactly. Historians would have us 


believe the conspirators who stabbed 
Caesar to death did so because they 
suspected he intended to make him- 
self king. 


"But when you look at all the evi- 


dence, you have trouble buying that 
motivation. 


"As I point out in my book, Caesar 


repeatedly denied having any kingly 
ambitions and, in fact, refused the 
crown when Mark Antony offered it to 
him. 


"Brutus, Cassius and the other as-

In Nevada, the testing continues 


by MYRAM BORDERS 


LAS VEGAS, Nov. — If 444 nuclear 


bombs exploded in Rhode Island, 
there would not be much left. 


That, in effect, is what the federal 


government has done to an equiva- 
lent-sized piece of Nevada. The dam- 
age is less spectacular because there 
wasn't much there to begin with. 


It would take a nuclear war of ca- 


tastrophic dimensions to unleash on 
the rest of tho world the power and 
fury visited on a bleak area of 1,350 
square miles in western Nevada. 


Since the day the first experimental 


atomic device exploded In New Mexi- 
co to the devastation of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki by the A-bombs that 


ended World War II, the rest of the 
world has lived with nuclear war- 
heads as a theoretical worry. 


The Nevada test site lives with the 


reality. 


It has been "nuked" by bombs and 


•warheads from the "baby" 14 klloto- 
ners to at least three of the megaton- 
class devices capable of obliterating 
vast cities in on instant. It has been 
blasted on the ground, above tho 
ground and below tho ground. Bombs 
have been detonated on towers, 
dropped from airplanes, planted deep 
in the earth, hung from balloons and 
fired from a cannon. 


Of the 566 nuclear tests the United 


States has publicly acknowledged 
since 1945, 444 were conducted at the 


problem in the district. Once the 
study is completed, they should 
look at the example of Dist. 211 
as they decide what action must 
be taken. 


If the study docs show, as ex- 


pected, that one of the district's 
schools should be closed because 
of declining enrollment, school 
officials should quickly begin the 
kind of dialog with the public 
that preceded Dist. 211's deci- 
slon. 


Dist. 214's problem, will be 


complicated by the fact that 
there will not be an unnamed 
high school to take on the name 
and traditions of whatever high 
school is closed. This makes it 
all the more crucial that the 
problem be discussed with max- 
imum candor with the commu- 
nity. 


Whatever the outcome of the 


district's study, it is a good thing 
to start planning now for the fu-. 
ture. For years, Dist. 214 has 
been planning for enrollment 
g r o w t h ; the new era re- 
quires planning for declining en- 
rollment

test site, put into operation hi 1951. 
Since the 1963 treaty with the Soviets 
banning tests in the atmosphere, all of 
them have been underground. 


In "Operation Cue" hi 1955 a simu- 


lated village dubbed "survival town" 
was built. It had houses, factories, 
shelters, a complete electrical power 
system, a radio station, a bank and 
cars parked hi the streets. Its In- 
habitants were dummies and it came 
equipped with a 500 foot tower'mount- 
ing a nuclear explosive. 


The device, packing a punch of 29 


kllotons, the equivalent of exploding 
29,000 tons of TNT, was detonated. 


To nobody's surprise, there was 


little left of "Survival Town" when 
the mushroom cloud cleared — only 
skeletons of buildings, a twisted 
bridge framework and small bits of 
rusted metal that once were autos. 


The test site was placed where it is 


because the area is virtually uninha- 
bited. 


It has no water running through to 


carry radioactive contamination to in- 
habited areas, it has favorable wind 
patterns and underground rock forma- 
tions that help contain the force of the 
explosions. The biggest bombs get 
planted in the Pahute Mesa area, 
where volcanic rock melts under the 
blast heat underground and then cools 
Into a sealed cavern. 


The work force, which hit a peak of 


10,000 scientists, technicians and la- 
borers in 1968, is now down to 5,000, 
many of whom live in'Los Vegas, 
about 100 miles to the south. 


Big bombs con be felt there as 


earthquakes.' But in the casinos, only 
the out-of-towners look startled — the 
veteran gamblers Just keep dealing. 


The most powerful explosion at the 


test site was a 1.2 megaton blast code 
named "Boxcar" in 1968. Howard 
Hughes tried unsuccessfully to get it 
canceled, complaining It would bother 


customers hi his hotels and casinos. It 
didn't. 


Even the one-megaton blasts are su- 


perceded by the explosions the United 
States won't conduct in this country. 
In 1954 a 15-megaton hydrogen bomb 
called Bravo was detonated on a Pa- 
cific atoll named Bikini, which van- 
ished. 


The Soviet Union followed with a 60 


megaton test, equal to 3,000 of the 
bombs that leveled Hiroshima. 


At regular Intervals — six tunes so 


far this year — the U.S. government 
unleashes hell underground, punching 
big holes under Nevada. In the age of 
detente, the lesson in those glassy- 
walled caverns Is simple. The Bomb 
Is still there, more powerful and more 
efficient than ever.

Neighborhood food store 
•—an endangered species?

Early Monday, hundreds of dis- 


count-hunting housewives stood In lino 
outside the grocery store ready to 
scramble for a bargain. 


Tho A&P store, Campbell Street 


and Wllko Road, Arlington Heights, Is 
going out of business nnd everything 
In the place — except tho meat, which 
already was gone — Is being sold at 
20 per'cent oft. And by midday tho 
store already was out of business. 


Inside, shoppers roamed the aisles. 


Many didn't have carts because they 
wro all being used. They raised their 
sunglasses, peered at tho pricctags 
and quickly mado tho 20 per cent de- 
duction. 


Canned vegetables were being pur- 


chased by tho dozens. An hour .wait to 
get to tho checkout counter was com- 
mon, and some decided tho wait 
wasn't worth It. They discarded sacks 
full of groceries throughout tho build* 


IT WAS A hectic day at tho A&P, 


and for Fran Mahcr of Arlington 
HelghU It meant tho end of her neigh- 
borhood store, and sho didn't like It. 


"They had the best meat hero. The 


butcher was so accommodating," site 
said.,"These largo stores can't give 
you that kind of service. 1 feel very 
badly about tho store closing. 


"We're working people and wo don't 


go to tho grocery store for entertain- 


ment. We want service and they can't 
glvo you that kind of treatment in the 
larger stores," 


Her 83-year-old mother, who'shop- 


ped at the store for IS years, also wab 
disappointed at Its closing. "I can't 
stand the larger stores. They make 
me so tired I can't see straight," she 
said. 


MANY OP THE former A&P cm- 


plojcs — who knew the residents of 
the Westgato subdivision of Arlington 
Heights and nearby residents of Roll- 
Ing Meadows — arc working at other 
area A&P stores. Saturday is the final 
day of business at tho Campbell 
Street location. 


"Bcllcvo It or not, some of tho peoplo 


are sad we're leaving," said acting 
manager Stove Gaska. 


"A&P will probably bo back In-the 


area," said district manager Anton 
Kaiser. He has been with the com- 
pany for 42 years, has worked through 
trend after trend In grocery-buying 
habits and has altered retailing meth- 
ods each time because of them. "You 
can only exist now by sheer volume," 
ho said, indicating that the days of the 
neighborhood store aro numbered. 
"You have to make a profit. A gro- 
cery store Is no different than any 
other business. 


"The small stores like this one are 


obsolete," Kaiser sold. "It's Just one of 
those things and we nave to go (or 
new stores like the one in Mount Pros- 
pect" in the Venture complex, Demps- 
ter Street and Elmhurst Road.

Acid causes excess saliva 


Good day to you. I hope you can give me tome much needed 


advice. 1 am having paint In my stomach. The doctor §ayi I have 
an ulcer of HID duodenum and two nnall ones In the itomach. 


My problem Is that I form a lot of tallvn In my mouth and I have 


to swallow many time* per minute, which Is embarrassing. When I 
close my mouth It becomes a river, and when I laugh I have to 
swallow. I was on Probanthlne but recently I was changed to anoth- 
er medicine and since then my whole body Is feeling tired without 
doing anything. 


My doctor said my ulcers should be OK after he looked Into my 


stomach a few days ago. I had this swallowing jjroblem about two 
yean before my ulcers were discovered. 


I would appreciate It If yon could tell me what Is causing all my • 


problems. I am an 18-year-old male. I need help badly. 


I can appreciate your problem. Formation of excess saliva is 


fairly common in the presence of an ulcer. It may bo a reflex 
action related to the excess formation of the acid digestive juices in 
your stomach. These add digestive Juices are part of the cause of 
your ulcer. We don't see ulcers' in young men without some in- 
crease In stomach acid. 


Usually Probanthine and atroplne-llke medicines will cause the 


saliva to dry up. I wonder if you were taking a sufficient amount. 
These medicines block the nerve to the stomach that stimulates the 
formation of add digestive juices. That is why they are often used 
In treating ulcers. 


The doctor must have been satisfied that you had simple ulcers 


with no Important complications and that was why he told you that 
your ulcers would heal. 


I suspect that you were already producing an excess of acid 


digestive julco before your ulcers were diagnosed and that is why 
you were already forming too much saliva. 


DUODENAL ULCERS were fairly uncommon in 1MO. Now a high 


percentage of men have them. This probably reflects the Increase 
In stress In our living patterns and the bad habits that go along 
with modern life. Men have ulcers much more frequently'than 
women. 1 won't go so far as to say that modern women drive men 
to have ulcers, but it is a fact that ulcers were more common In 
women than In men in 1900. 


You will need to do some adjusting of your personal life to avoid 


ulcer problems or oven to minimize them. 


You should talk to your doctor about your excess saliva problem. 


And you should ovoid dgorets, alcohol, coffee, tea, colas and choco- 
late. 


A lltlla self-analysts of the stressful aspects of your life might 


help. Stress seems to bo a major factor in causing ulcers. Often 
ulcers will not heal or will recur If stress is at the bottom of the 
whole problem. The typo of stress involved is related to a great 
need to achieve, which causes the person to put himself under great^ 
pressure.

District Court. 


Republican Commissioners Floyd T. 


Fulle, Carl R. Hanson, Ronald R. Lar- 
son and Tyrrell opposed the original 
tax but supported the' amendment 
Monday-because they believe it will 
make the tax more workable, they 
said. 


The tax has been set at $1 per gal- 


lon for liquor, 4 cents a gallon for 
beer, 12 cents a gallon on wine con- 
taining up to 14 per cent alcohol by 
volume, and 30 cents a gallon on wine 
with higher alcoholic content.

Dogs protected if heartworm 
is treated early, agencies say 


.-' Canine heartworm disease, which 
'causes extensive organ damage and 
death to dogs, should be detected and 
treated early, the American Veter- 
inary Medication Assn. and American 
Heartworm Society warn. 


The disease is caused by long white 


worms called 'diroftlaria immitls, 
which can reach advanced stages and 
even cause death before signs become. 
apparent to the owner. 


Since the disease is spread by mos- 


quitos, the two organizations suggest 
spring checkups for dogs. A veter- 
inarian can prescribe a sound pre- 
ventive program or treat the dog if 
heartworm disease is found. 


When a mosquito bites an Infected' 


dog, a mosquito may take up blood 
containing immature stages of the 
beartworm. After a two-weak in* 


cubation period in the mosquito, they 
develop Into infected larvae. 


If the larvae ore transmitted by the 


mosquito to another dog, they migrate 
through the body to the heart. Here 
they grow to adult size of from 6 to 14 
inches in five or six months. 


Most affected dogs can be treated 


successfully, the two organizations 
point out, if the disease is diagnosed 
In time. Drugs are available to kill 
the adult worms. Complete rest is 
necessary after treatment to avoid 
lung damage from dead and decom- 
posing worms.

says 'no* 
equal land taxes 


For the second time in two months, 


the Illinois Supreme Court has refused 
to order statewide equalization levels 
on real estate-tax assessments. 


The decision was announced Mon- 


day in a Cook County case almost 
identical to an appeal of a Lake Coun- 
ty suit heard last month. In both 
cases, the justices said the Illinois 
Dept. of Local Government Affairs 
has failed In its statutory duty to 
equalize assessments at 50 per cent. 


The court noted that assessment 


levels actually ranged from a high of 
53.23 per cent in Du Pago County to a 
low of 36.01 per cent in Etfingham 
County, based on 1971 figures. Under- 
assessed counties are getting a bigger 
(hare of state school aid and other 
types of state aid distributed on the 
basis of local tax effort, the justices 
said. 


If the underassessed counties, which 


include Cook, were suddenly equalized 
to 50 per cent of fair market value, 


property tax bills could soar, the 
court said. For that reason and oth-' 
ers, the measures sought in the Cook i 
County suit "could cause such addi- 
tional difficulty, delay and expense as; 
to make their use impractical." 
' 


The Cook County case sought to 


have school-aid payments for 1969-71 
recomputed on the basis of proper as- 
sessment levels. Tiie court repeated 
its intent to see that assessments are 
equalized in time to ensure proper tax 
bills next year. 


The equalizer or multiplier is a nu- 


merical factor that is multiplied by 
assessed property valuation to equal- 
ize varied assessment levels through- 
out the state. Cook County, for ex- 
ample, assesses single-family homes 
at 2? per cent. The state assigned an 
equalizer of 1.48 to the county last 
year to Increase the lower rate. 


The Illinois General Assembly has; 


also considered legislation to change; 
the 50 per cent requirement to 33.3! 
per cent. 


Make employes pay fair 
rentals: county official 


County Comr. Ronald R. Larson Mon- 


day recommended that several homes 
provided at low rents to Forest Pre- 
serve District employes should be 
leased on a fair-market basis. 


The Better Government Assn. re- 


vealed in February that forest pre- 
serve district officials and employes 
occupied 105 houses on district land at 
monthly rents of $50 or less. 


"Forest preserve homes not used in 


day-to-day operations of the district 
should be rented to district employes 
at a fair-market rate," said Larson, a 
Republican from Merrionette Park. 


The rates should be set by an Indepen- 
dent, certified appraiser, he said.

District officials say the employes, 


live in the homes as part of their du- 
ties, and they serve as watchmen 
and firemen for the district. The offi- 
cials said 40 of the homes used by em- 
ployes arc adjacent to branch head* 
quarters sites. The employes also 
maintain the residences, which are on 
properties acquired by the district

High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools? 


by KATIIERINE BOYCE 


N o r t h w e i t suburban parochial 


schools that use some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
find an alternative system under n 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supremo 
Court. 


In a e-to-3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structional materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to pri- 
vate schools and also said public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said in his 
opin'on the ruing means thut free use 
of public school services is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It reads, would • 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
. ness," he said. The state board of 
education has been expecting the ' 
court ruling, sold Athas, and it Is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is-an example of 
one parochial school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of •'the Waysld'e students . 
free and teachers ore paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dlst. 25. 


If the public school can no longer 


provide/the service "we would'have to 
provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to'public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchl. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice itself. "We just worked on our 
budget and we are out of money al- 
ready," he said. 


"I don't think the schools them- 


selves are entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernacchl, but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from the community." It a 
child needs psychological testing, 
therapy or programs for learning dis- 
abilities Bernacchl said he feels it Is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support,the public schools ' 
through property taxes. 


Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, Des Plaines, said,."We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be port of our budget." 
The parochial schools may now have 
to use volunteers for special services,

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Marine, 24, 
drowns in 
Beck Lake

An afternoon outing ended in trage- 


dy Monday when a 24-year-old Marino 
drowned while boating on Beck Lake 
near DCS Plaines. 


Forest Preserve District rangers 


said William Kottko drowned after 
falling out of a canoe. Fire depart- 
ment divers from several commu-. 
nlttcs worked Into the night trying to 
find Kottko's body. Tbo Incident oc- 
curred about IMS p.m. Divers halted 
the search about 7:30 p.m. because of 
darkness. They will resume the work 
today. 


Kottke was stationed at the Glen- 


view Naval Air Station. Beck Lake Is 
at Central and East River roads In 
Northflcld Township. 


He was apparently canoeing with 


four other servicemen when he fell out 
of the boat. Officials at the Marine 
headquarters declined to provide any 
Information about Kottko until the 
drowning was confirmed. 


Witnesses told Sheriff's police and 


forest rangers that the group had 
been in the lake for some time when 
the Incident occurred. 


KENNETH IIIDBERD, 23, another 


Marine, said KoUkc was In his canoe, 
but got Into another boat with Max 
Jones when Hlbberd went to shore to 
pick up life jackets. 


Witnesses said Kottko was not wear- 


Ing a life Jacket. They told police he 
did not know how to swim. 


While the Marines said Kottko fell 


Into the take, Eugene Gallagher, for- 
est preserve district superintendent, 
said he was told the group had been 
swimming in the lake. 


"My mounted forest ranger had 


been yelling at them from the shore for 
a half hour, telling them to get out of 
the water, and they did not listen," 
Gallagher said. 


Ho said boaters frequently tip their 


boats to. swim. Swimming is not 
allowed at Beck Lake. 


Ho sold the rangers check boaters 


to bo sure they arc wearing llfo jack- 
cts before entering tho lake, but ho 
said tho group apparently left tho 
jackets on a small Island In tho lake, 
which Is about 200 yards wide. 


THE INCIDENT was tho third re- 


ported drowning at Beck Lake In re- 
cent years. In past Incidents, divers 
have had difficulty searching the lake 


because the mud bottom limits visibil- 
ity. 


Divers scorched for more than a 


week In 1972 for the body of a Glen- 
view boy who tried to swim across tho 
lake. Another man drowned there in 
1873. 


Forest rangers sold the lake is up to 


35 feet deep In some parts.

High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools? 


by KATHEKINE BOYCE 


N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that uso some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
llml an altcrnallvo system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


In a 6-to-3 ruling'on a Pennsylvania 


caso, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structlonal materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to pri- 
vnw schools and also wild public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said In his 
opln'on the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to uso the services If the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state board of 
education has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and it is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is an example of 
one parochial'school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes arc provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25. 
! 


If the, public school can no'longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchl. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice itself. "We Just worked on our 
budget and we arc out of money al- 
.ready," he said. 
, "I don't think the schools them- 
selves are entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernacchi, but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from the community."- If a 
child needs psychological testing, 
therapy or programs for learning'dis- 
abilities Bernacchi said he feels It Is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support the public schools 
through property taxes. 


Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, Des Plaines, said, "We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be part of our budget." 
Tho parochial schools may now have 
to use volunteers for special services,

the water, and they did not listen," 
Gallagher said.

Our people make it better 


High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools?

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
find an alternative system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supremo 
Court. 


In a 6-to*3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structional materials auch as pro]* 
odors or laboratory equipment to prl- 
va'.o schools and also wild public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools in the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said In his 
opln'on the ruing moans that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services If the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING; as It reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state board of 
education has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and It is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is an example of 
one parochial school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Perk School across the 


. street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dist 25. 


If the public school can no longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
provide It or ask parents to transfer 
children to public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchi. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice itself. "We just worked on our 
budget and we are out of money al- 
ready," he said. 


"I don't think the schools them- 


selves are entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernacchi, but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from the community." If a 
child needs psychological testing, 
therapy or programs for learning dis-, 
abilities Bernacchi said he feels It is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support the public schools 
through property taxes. 


Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, Des Plaines, said, "We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be part of our budget." 
The parochial schools may now have 
to use volunteers for special services,

Marine, said Kottke was In bis canoe, 
but got into another boat with Max 
Jones when Hibberd went to shore to 
pick up life jackets. 


.Witnesses said .Kottke was not wear- 


Ing a life jacket. They told police he 
did not know how to swim. 


While the Marines said Kottke fell 


into the lake, Eugene Gallagher, for- 
est preserve district superintendent, 
said he was told the group had been 
swimming in the lake. 


"My mounted forest ranger had 


been yelling at them from the shore (or 
a half hour, telling them to get out of 
the water, and they did not listen," 
Gallagher said; 


He said boaters frequently tip their 


boats to swim. Swimming Is not 
allowed at Beck Lake. 


He said the rangers check boaters 


to be sure they arc wearing life jack- 
ets' before, entering the lake, but he 
said the group apparently left the 
jackets on a small island In the lake, 
which Is about 200 yards wide. 


THE INCIDENT was the third re- 


ported drowning at Beck Lake In re- 
cent years. In past Incidents, divers 
have had difficulty searching the lake 
because the mud bottom limits visibil- 
ity. 


Divers searched for more than a 


week In 1972 for the body of-a Glen- 
view boy who tried to swim across the 
lake. Another man drowned there in 
1973.

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial

schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny . parochial schools In 
the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
• use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their .children with special 
programs and instructional equipment 
in budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said in ;hls 
opinion the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools-may still 
be able to uso the services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness,", he said. The state board of 
education has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and it is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school .services.

Fire department divers search for body 
Marine, 24, drowns in Beck Lake

An afternoon outing ended In trage- 


dy Monday when a 24-year-old Marine 
drowned while boating on Beck Lake 
near Des Plaines. 


Forest Preserve District rangers 


said William Kottko drowned after 
falling out of a canoe. Fire depart- 
ment divers from several commu- 
nities worked Into the night trying to 
find Kottke's body. The incident oc- 
curred about 1:45 p.m. Divers halted 
tho search about 7:30 p.m. because of 
darkness. They will resume the work 
today. 


Kottke was stationed at the Glen- 


view Naval Air Station. Beck Lake is 
at Central and East River roads in 
Northfield Township. 


Ho was apparently canoeing with 


four other servicemen when be fell out 
of tho boat. Officials at the Marine 
headquarters declined to provide any 
Information about Kottke until the 
drowning was confirmed.

Witnesses told Sheriff's police and 


forest rangers that the group had 
been In the lake for some time when 
the incident occurred. 


KENNETH HIBBERD, 23, another 


Marine, said Kottke was in his canoe, 


Wednesday's school lunch menus 


but got into another boat with Max 
Jones when Hlbberd went to shore to 
pick up life jackets. 


Witnesses said Kottke was not wear- 


Ing a life jacket. They told police he 
did not know bow to swim. 


While the Marines said Kottke fell 


into the lake, Eugene Gallagher, for- 
est preserve district superintendent, 
said he was told the group had been 
swimming in the lake. 


"My mounted forest ranger had 


been yelling at them from the shore for 
a half hour, telling them to get out of 
the water, and they did not listen," 
Gallagher said. 


He said boaters frequently Up their 


boats to swim. Swimming Is not 
allowed at Beck Lake. 


He said the rangers check boaters 


to be sure they are wearing life jack- 
ets before entering the lake, but he 
said the group apparently left the 
jackets on a small island in the lake, 
which is about 200 yards wide. 


THE INCIDENT was the third re- 


ported drowning at Beck Lake In re- 
cent years. In past incidents, divers 
'have had difficulty searching the lake 


because the mud bottom limits visibil- 
ity.Divers searched for more than a 
week In 1972 for the body of a Glen- 
view boy who tried to swim across the 
lake. Another man drowned there in 
1973. 


Forest rangers said the lake is up to 


35 feet deep in some parts.

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High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools?

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
(Iml an alternative system under o 
ruling Monday by tho U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


In a 64o-3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structional materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to prl- 
va'.o schools and also snld public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said In his 
opln'on the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use tho services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as it reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness." he sold. The state board of 
education has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, nnd It Is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is an example of 
one parochial school that .uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dlst. 25. 


If the public school can no longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
'provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchi. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice Itself. "We just worked on our 
budget and we are out of money al- 
reaay," he said. 
' "I don't think the schools them- 
selves are entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernacchi, but ' 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from the community." If a 
child needs psychological 
testing, 


therapy or programs for learning dis- 
abilities Bernacchi said he feels.it Is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support the public schools 
through property taxes. 


Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, Des Plalnes, said, "We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
Just couldn't be part of our budget."

Palatine Township residents will 


pay an estimated 3 cents inure per 
$100 assessed valuation next year be- 
cause of Increases in township welfare 
case* and youth programs In a budget 
that township officials say is the first 
to br balanced In several years. 


Howard I. Olscn, township super- 


visor, predicted the 5-ccnt Increase 
during a public hearing Monday night 
on the 1075-76 budget. The budget lat- 
er was unanimously approved by the 
town board. 


Olsen said the current tax rates of 


10 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
will bo Increased to 21 cents next 
year. The Increase would mean an ex- 
tra $3 In township taxes pr $10,000 
assessed valuation. 


"Hopefully we will end up In 1976 


with cash on hand and we won't have 
to borrow on tax anticipation war- 


rants," Olscn said. "We're prepared to 
take a little heat from residents to get 
on a cash basis again and avoid bor- 
rowing," he said. 


SEVERAL AREAS In the more than 


$1 million budget will Increase next 
year Including allocations for welfare 
from $39,000 to $148,000. The township 
provides temporary welfare assis- 
tance to local residents and welfare 
applications this year have shown a 
dramatic Increase, Olsen said. He 
sal'! If tho economy continues to im- 
prove, the township estimates it will 
spend only half the amount budgeted. 


The township's youth committee — 


which directs The Bridge, counseling 
services and other social services — 
will receive $120,000 next year com- 
pared to $90,000 this yenr. 


OLSEN SAID that increase Is at- 


tributed to an Increase in staff. Alsc 
Included In the budget Is on allocation 


of $120,000 earmarked for land pur- 
chase, but township officials said the 
money will not be spent and Is solely 
an attempt to balance the budget to 
have extra cash on hand at the end of 
the year. 


Only one resident questioned the 


township board of auditors during 
Monday night's meeting. Ann Scollay, 
former League of Women Voters ob- 
server of township meetings who said 
she was appearing only ns an inter- 
ested taxpayer, sold the township has 
continually increased its tax rate and 
asked officials, "Isn't this the wrong 
time to attempt to balance the budget 
when so few people arc able to do 
so themselves?" 


Olscn answered that the tax In- 


crease is the only way the township 
•can provide Its present services and 
at the same time avoid borrowing at 
the end of the year.

Race track chief defends credibility

John F. Loomc, president of Arling- 


ton Park Race Track, vigorously de- 
fended tho track's history of com- 
plying with contracts with the Village 
of Arlington Heights at a meeting 
Monday of the village board. 


When pressed by Trustee Alice 


Harms for a letter of credit or the 
posting of money In escrow to Insure 
the razing of wooden barns at the 
track, Lcomc responded adamantly, 
"That's completely distorted ... I am 
not a notorious liar. I am not a thief. 
Am) about the bond — that doesn't 
make any sense either." 


The exchange erupted alter attor- 


neys for the track requested a special 
hearing next Wednesday to present a 
master plan (or development of the 
property. Including a proposed sta- 
dium for tho Chicago Bears and a 
housing development. 


WILLIAM MOORE, an attorney 


representing the track, said the mas- 
ter plan would encompass 10 to 15 
years of growth. 


Mrs. Harms questioned how well 


the track was following the timetable 
established In replacing the wooden 
barns In the backstrctch area. Six- 
said she wanted the barn Issue sepa- 
rated from the larger development 
discussions. 


She said she was "more likely to 


put stock in a I0-to-l5-year plan" If 
the barns were replaced on schedule. 
She later asked that the track post a 
bond In form of a letter of credit or nn 
escrow deposit, 


Lcmolnc D. Stitt, also representing 


the track, said, "I don't understand 
what you're saying Alice. Arc you 
saying you don't want racing at the 
track this summer?" 


STITT SAID ALL questions about 


the track's plans for replacing the 
bams and the development wild be 
answered at the May 28 meeting. He 
said of the master plan: "The first 
thing that is going to happen Is the old 
barns are going down and the new 
barns arc going up." 


He further questioned the request 


for the performance bond. "They're 


(the track) there. They're not going 
anyplace." 


When pressed for a specific time- 


table on the barns, Loome then denied 
being a "notorious liar." 


Mrs. Harms said, "I'm not accusing 


Mr Loomc of being a liar." She said 
she wanted a history of performance 
upon which to base consideration of 
the master plan. 


"Frankly," she said, "I cannot get 


Interested in a master plan that goes 
10 to 15 years . . ." without the barn 
Information. 


Trustee Richard Durava joined 


Mrs. Harms and said, "I have serious 
concerns about the rapidity In which 
the race track is rectifying an Intoler- 
able condition." 


The board voted to table the barn 


question until the special meeting. 
Trustees Harms, Durava and Made- 
line Schroeder voted against the post- 
ponement. 


The board also decided to tour the 


backstretch area of the track Satur- 
day morning.

'Rush' slows to a walk 


Aiter 40 years oi dishing up chow, coffee and conversation, 


Deer Grove caie owner will hang up his apron and go iishin' 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Bill Bedurski is pulling out of what 


he calls the "human rush.1' 


He has poured coffee and cooked 


meals for customers in his small, rur- 
al restaurant for 40 years. Deer Grove 
Corners, Dundee and Quentln roads, 
has been a meeting place for farmers 
ami a lunch spot for construction 
workers for years and now, Bedurski 
says, "It's my turn to sit at the count- 
er." 


Bedurski has been running the 


truckstop-dlner across from the Deer 
Grove Forest Preserve since 1935. 
The white frame building, one of the 
oldest, businesses in Palatine Town- 
ship, was first operated as a com- 
bination gasoline station, grocery 


store, ice cream parlor and tavern as 
early as 1919. 


"All of this area was farms then. 


The campers and the picnickers from 
the forest preserves used to come by 
on the weekends," Bedurski said. 


IN THE 1930s, when Bedurski and 


his brother began operating the cor- 
ner store, the farmers would meet 
there early on weekday mornings. 
They would bring milk nnd crops in 
containers on horsedrawn carriages 
and load them on a tmck, which 
would take the goods to Chicago to be 
sold. 


"The farmers and us, we would talk 


about our businesses and the things 
going on in the area. But now, well 
now, the times have changed. The 
people come in here in a rush. They 


have schedules to keep. They don't 
talk about the simple things anymore. 
They have a lot on their minds." 


The 76-year-old Bedurski finds him- 


self one of the few "oldtlmers left 
around here anymore." 


"I used to know everyone who lived 


within a mile of here. Now, I meet 
new people and even the neighbors 
out here don't know each other any- 
more," he said. 


BEDURSKI'S DINER has managed 


to endure many changes of time. Only 
six years ago Bedurski pulled out the 
gasoline pumps, closed the tavern and 
converted the place into a 7 a.m.-to-a 
p.m. truckstop-restaurant "to keep up 
with the times."

Bedurski moves 
fast in his navy sneakers, refilling 
coffee cups and setting steaming 
plates of homemade beef stew or 
bowls of homemade soup before hun- 
gry working men. 


"I like the work, but it gets me 


tired now. I want to do other things 
before I get too old," Bedurski said. 


"This is no fancy place. There are 


plenty of those these days. But it has 
always been a place where people can 
meet and talk over a meal," Bedurski 
said. 


He plans to send some of his free 


time fishing. "I love to fish. I guess 
I'll have a lot of time for that now. 
And I will come Into this place when I 
can to talk with my friends and let 
someone else serve the coffee."

High Court ruling to hurt parochial schools? 


by KATHEtUNE BOYCE 


N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
find an alternative system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


In a B-to-3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structlonal materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to prl- 
vata schools and also said public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, said in his 
opln'on the ruing moons that free use 
of public school services is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as it reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state board of 
education has been * expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and it is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of public school services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is an example of 
one parochial school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25. 


If the public school can no longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bemacchi. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice itself. "We just worked on our 
budget and we arc out of money al- 
ready," he said. 


"I don't think the schools them- 


selves are'entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernncchl, but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services from the community." If a 
child needs psychological testing, 
therapy or programs for learning dis- 
abilities Bernacchl said he feels it is 
"up to the state to provide it" because 
parents support the public schools 
through property taxes. 


Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, Des Plolnes, said, "We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be part of our budget." 
The parochial schools may now have 
to use volunteers for special services,

Palatine Township residents will 


pay an estimated 5 cents more per 
$100 assessed valuation next year be- 
cause of Increases In township welfare 
cased and youth programs In a budget 
thiit township officials say is the first 
to b- balanced in several years. 


Howard I. Olson, township super- 


visor, predicted the S-ccnt Increase 
during a public hearing Monday night 
on the 1075-76 budget. The budget lat- 
er was unanimously approved by the 
town board. 


Olson sold the current tax rales of 


IB cents per $100 assessed valuation 
will be Increased to 21 cents next 
year. The Increase would mean an ex- 
tra $3 In township taxes per $10,000 
aswsscd valuation. 


"Hopefully we will end up In 1076 


with cash on hand and we won't have 
to borrow on tax anticipation war- 
rants," Olscn said. "We're prepared to 
take a little heat from residents to get 
on a cosh basis again and avoid bor- 
rowing," he said. 


SKVEKAL AHKAS in the more than 


$1 million budget will increase next 
year including allocations for welfare 
from $39,000 to $148,000. The township 
provides temporary welfare assis- 
tance to local residents and welfare 
applications this year have shown a 
dramatic Increase, Olscn sold. He 


sold if the economy continues to Im- 
prove, the township estimates it will 
spend only half the amount budgeted. 


The township's youth committee — 


which directs The Bridge, counseling 
services and other social services — 
will receive $120,000 next year com- 
pared to $90,000 this year. 


OLSEN SAID that increase Is at- 


tributed to an increase In staff. Also 
Included In the budget Is an allocation 
of $120,000 earmarked for land pur- 
chase, but township officials said the 
money will not be spent and is solely 
an attempt to balance the budget to 
have extra cash on hand at the end of 
the year. 


Only one resident questioned the 


township board of auditors during 
Monday night's meeting. Ann Scollay, 
former League of Women Voters ob- 
server of township meetings who said 
slio was appearing only as an Inter- 
ested taxpayer, sold the township has 
continually Increased Its tax rate and 
asked officials, "Isn't this the wrong 
time to attempt to balance the budget 
when so few people arc able to do 
so themselves?" 


Olscn answered that the tax In- 


crease is the only way the township 
can provide Its present services and 
at the same time ovoid borrowing at 
the end of the year.

'Human rush' slows to a walk 


After 40 years oi dishing up chow and conversation, Bill's ready to sit on the bank of a stream...

Bill Bcdurskl Is pulling out of what 


ho calls the "human rush." 


He has poured coffee and cooked 


meals for customers In his small, rur- 
al restaurant for 40 yean. Deer Grovo 
Corners, Dundee and Qucntln roads, 
has been n meeting place for farmers 
ami a lunch spot for construction 
workers for years and now, Bcdurskl 
sayn, "It's my turn to sit at tho count- 
er." 


Bcdurskl has been running the 


truckstop-dlncr across from the Deer 
Grove Forest Preserve since 1935. 


The while frame building, one of the 
oldest businesses In Palatine Town- 
ship, was first operated as a com- 
bination gasoline station, grocery 
store, Ice cream parlor and tavern as 
early as 1919. 


"All of this area was farms then. 


Tho campers and tho picnickers from 
tho forest preserves used to come by 
on the weekends," Bedurski said. 


IN THE 1930s, when Bedurski and 


his brother began operating the cor- 
ner store, the formers would meet 
there early on weekday mornings. 
They would bring milk and crops in 
containers on horsodrawn carriages 


and load them on a truck, which 
would take the goods to Chicago to be 
sold. 


"The farmers and us, we would talk 


about our businesses and the things 
going on in the area. But now, well 
now, the times have changed. The 
people come in here in a rush. They 
have schedules to keep. They don't 
talk about the simple things anymore. 
They have a lot on their minds." 


The 76-year-old Bedurski finds him- 


self one of the-few "oldtimers left 
around here anymore." 


"I used to know everyone who lived 


within a mile of here. Now, I meet 
new people and even the neighbors 
out here don't know each other any- 
more," he said. 


BEDURSKI'S DINER has managed 


to endure many changes of time. Only 
six years ago Bedurski pulled out the 
gasoline pumps, closed the tavern and 
converted the place into a 7 a.m.-to-3 
p.m. truckstop-restaurant "to keep up 
with the times." 


Shopping centers and housing devel- 


opments have replaced many of the 
nearby farms, and teen-agers Instead 
of weekend picnickers fill the forest 
preserves. 


"There just wasn't tho need to offer 


the people around here all the things 
that we had because there were other 
stores in the area now," he said. 


But many former Palatine Town- 


ship residents who remember walking 
into Bedurskl's place as children often 
return to the restaurant and find it 
and Bedurski virtually unchanged. 


OLD FRIENDS still can find him 


standing behind the white, formica 
counter flipping hamburgers, his spe- 
cialty, on the grill. Bedurski moves 
fast In his navy sneakers, refilling 
coffee cups and setting steaming 
plates of homemade beef stew or 


bowls of homemade soup before hun- 
gry working men. 


"I like the work, but it gets me 


tired now. I want to do other things 
before I get too old," Bedurski said. 


"This is no fancy place. There ore 


plenty of those these days. But it has 
always been a place where people can 
meet and talk over a meal," Bedurski 
said 


He plans to send some of his free 


time fishing. "I love to fish. I guess 
I'll have a lot of time for that now. 
And I will come into this place when I 
can to talk with my friends and let 
someone else serve the coffee."'

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use some. pjullc-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
find an alternative system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


In a 6-to-3 ruling on a Pennsylvania 


cose, the court Invalidated loans of in* 
stmctlonal. materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to prt- 
vaM schools and alia snld public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools 'In the 


Northwest suburbs have bten making 
use of public school services for years 
and now will hove to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athos, legal adviser to the 1111-, 


nois Office of Education, wild In his 
opln'on the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services It the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It rends, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state .board of 
education has been expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and it is al- 
ready working on procedures' for pri- 
vate use of public school services.

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Calls rising; 
pol ce weigh 
service cuts

Mount Prospect police arc consid- 


ering cutbacks in some services be- 
cause of the rising number of non- 
emergency calls, Chief Ralph J. Do- 
ney said Monday. 


"Wo want to do our best. We don't 


want to cut services, but it may get so 
that we have to," Doney said. 


Police statistics for April show the 


department handled a total of 1,302 
service and complaint calls plus 377 
crime reports. A year ago, the similar 
figures were 1,005 and 344. Those are 
increases of 29.6 per cent and 9.6 per 
cent. 


"I may have to take a strong, hard 


look at what services I might have to 
reduce," Doncy sold. The department 
does not have enough manpower to 
handle the number of service colls re- 
ceived and maintain traffic and crime 
patrol. 


Doney said police response to acci- 


dents on private property probably 
would be the first to go. He said po- 
lice also would only respond to fire or 
ambulance calls If requested by the 
fire department, rather than auto- 
matically. 


SOME ANIMAL complaint calls 


also would be curtailed and residents 
might be required to come Into the 
police station to file reports of thefta 
which have not just occurred, Doncy 
said. 


"I remember a time when you han- 


dled one or two calls on the midnight 
shift and It was a lot," Doncy said. 
Now the night beat Is as busy as the 
day beat In most Instances, he said. 


Another measure Doney said he 


would take, but only reluctantly would 
be reduction of training for police- 
men. "I may have to cut back the 
training of policemen so they arc 
more available," he sold, "but I don't 
wont to have to do that because I 
think training is essential for a good 
police department." 


Doney said he is considering several 


approaches, short of cutting services, 
to solve the problem. 


For example, Doney said, the cur-

Crime rises 
9.6% in April 


Reported crime increased 9.6 per 


cent In Mount Prospect during April 
compared to April 1974, police depart- 
ment statistics show. 


There was a sharp increase in bur- 


glaries from H burglaries and three 
attempts In April 1974 to 27 burglaries 
and four attempts and a correspond- 
lti|( decrease in thefts from 103 in 
April 1974 to 75 due in part to a 
change in crime definition, Police 
CUcf Ralph J. Doney said. 


In the more serious crime cate- 


gories, as defined by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, 1S1 crimes were 
reported in April, an increase of 18 
over a year ago. These crimes Includ- 
ed 12 auto thefts and two robberies. 


THERE WERE 226 reported crimes 


In the less serious categories, com- 
pared with 211 a year ago. The largest ' 
number of these crimes were acts of 
vandalism with 119 reported.in April, 
but this was only three more cases 
than reported In the previous year. 


"We're not trying to fool anybody," 


Doncy said. "Crime Is on the Increase 
everywhere. I think nationally It's up 
16 to 17 per cent. People have to un- 
derstand the police are doing as much 
as they can to combat crime."

High Court 'ruling to hurt parochial schools?

N o r t h w e s t suburban parochial 


schools that use some public-school 
services at no charge will be forced to 
find an alternative system under a 
ruling Monday by the U.S. Supremo 
Court. 


In a 64o%) ruling on a Pennsylvania 


case, the court Invalidated loans of In- 
structional materials such as proj- 
ectors or laboratory equipment to pri- 
vate schools and also snld public 
schools may not provide them with 
free speech therapy, remedial reading 
or other special-service programs 


taught by public school teachers. 


Mcny parochial schools In the 


Northwest suburbs have been making 
use of public'school services for years 
and now will have to find another way 
to provide their children with special 
programs and Instructional equipment 
In budgets already stretched to the 
limit. 


Leo Athas, legal adviser to the Illi- 


nois Office of Education, sold In his 
opln'on the ruing means that free use 
of public school services Is no longer 
allowed but private schools may still 
be able to use the services if the 


school or the parents pay for them. 


THE RULING, as It reads, would 


put the private schools "out of busi- 
ness," he said. The state board of 
education has been 'expecting the 
court ruling, said Athas, and it is al- 
ready working on procedures for pri- 
vate use of publlc^chool services. 


Our Lady of the Wayside School, 


Arlington Heights, is an example of 
one parochial school that uses public 
school programs. Children now attend 
speech-therapy classes one period a 
week at Park School across the 
street. The classes are provided to 


Our Lady of the Wayside students 
free and teachers are paid by Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25. 


If the public school can no longer 


provide the service "we would have to 
provide it or ask parents to transfer 
children to'public schools," said prin- 
cipal Guy Bernacchl. The school does 
not have the funds to provide the ser- 
vice Itself. "We just worked on our 
budget and we are out of money al- 
ready," he-said. 


"I don't think the schools them- 


selves are entitled to anything from 
the government," said Bernacchl, but 


"I feel the parents have a right to 
services, from the community." If a 
child needs psychological testing, 
therapy or programs for learning dis- 
abilities Bernacchl said he feels it is 
"up to the state to provide It" because 
parents, support the public schools 
through property taxesN 
Sister Connie, principal of St. Step- 


hen School, DCS Plalnes, said, "We 
can't afford psychological services. It 
just couldn't be part of our budget" 
The parochial schools may now have 
to use volunteers for special services,

"I wanted to make sure we'd 
be ready to go, and now I believe we 
ought to get started."
